S., 
which will give the stock and grain 
raisers of the north a cheap facility 
shipping their products, be-ide* a 
number of railroad*. It also, has 
the advantage as a distributing point 
to the southern consumer. We al- 
ready have a tri-state union composed 
of Kentucky, Illinois and Missouri, 
and that is only the first *tep toward 
the great co-operative system I have 
been ttying to tell you about. Farm 
ers of the north and south are ju*t 
a* dependent upon each etner as an 
infant is upon its mother, if one 
prosper* the other is bound to pros- 
per. And a co-operative system 
whereby the speculator, or middle 
mao. profit may he cut out, would 
mean million- of dollar* to both the 
northern and southern farmer- That
